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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3, 5- 
15,17-27 and 29-36 are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose a stent 
comprising in combination with all other limitations of the claims, at least one peak 
connected to a nonlinear link being formed by a v-shaped bar arm, the v-shaped bar 
arm being disposed between a nonlinear bar arm and the linear bar arm, and the v- 
shaped bar arm having a shorter longitudinal length than the longitudinal length of the 
linear bar arm.
